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Four Bills Filed

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 
Hoosier legislators, although in 
assembly convened only a few 
days, have made it definitely felt 
that they recognize the automo- 
tive field as a fertile one for pro- 
ducing revenue as well as one that 
has outgrown other developments 
such as highway construction, 
speed limitations and accident 
prevention laws. 

Four bills dealing with motor 
vehicle registration have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature providing :— 

1. Removal of speed limit of forty 
miles an hour on country roads and 
increase of maximum speed in cities 
and towns to thirty miles an hour. 

2. Increase of license fees for 
trucks, trailers and buses. 

3. Licensing of all drivers of mo- 
tor vehicles and the carrying of 
compulsory personal liability and 
property damage insurance. | 

4. Prohibiting motorists against 
whom judgments have been ren-| 
dered in accident cases from driv- 
ing until judgment is satisfied or} 
bond is posted. 

The bus fee proposal provides for 
a levy of $6 to $10 a seat, while 
truck fees would range from $20 to 
$300 and trailers from $10 to $200.

It was largely due to Howard Cof- 
fin’s constructive and unselfish work 
that the United States was as 
nearly prepared as we were when 
the demand came.

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The Importance of Exports 


NE OF THE MOST sensible expressions with regard to 

the growing importance of automotive exports has 

recently come to us from John D. Biggers, vice-president of 
the Graham-Paige International Corporation. 

“It is generally recognized that in mass production low 

cost depends on maintaining capacity production at all 

times,” says Mr. Biggers, “and export business is a safeguard 





against seasonal fluctuations in production. The reason is| 


that south of the equator the seasons are directly opposite 
from ours; countries in the southern hemisphere have their 
summer while we are having our winter and therefore their 
greatest demand comes during our own slack season and 
proves a valuable balancing factor.” 


Very rightly Mr. Biggers believes that eventually our! 


export business may equal our domestic business. In 1928 
we sent overseas something like 200,000 vehicle units, 
whereas the domestic market absorbed more than 4,500,000 
cars and trucks. It seems a long look ahead to see our manu- 
facturers shipping 4,500,000 vehicles abroad within the 
space of a year, yet this is by no means impossible. The rest 
of the world is just beginning to become motor-minded in 
‘the same sense in which we are. High duties, high license 
fees, and the high cost of motor fuel have been and are 
obstacles which tend to hold down our export business. By 
degrees all these obstacles are going to be overcome. As 
the people of other countries demand more and more insist- 
ently the benefits of motor transportation, as the financial 
conditions of these other lands improve, the artificial bdt- 
riers that now exist are going to be relaxed. Our overseas 
trade in automotive equipment is going to be a steady 
growth. It is quite likely that 1929 will see 1,000,000 
vehicle units exported. Who can say how rapidly this steadily 
growing foreign market will prove its ability to absorb just 
as many of our motor vehicles as the domestic market has 
proved its ability to do? 
At any rate, the export market is the one to which we 
must look for far-reaching increase in consumption from 
this time forward. 


States’ Rights and the Motor Bus 


ITHIN a comparatively short time the whole question 
of control of interstate motor bus transportation has 
got to be settled. 

It is a fundamental principle of our nation that the 
regulation of interstate commerce in all its branches rests 
with the Federal authority. This Federal regulation of move- 
ments between the states has been stretched even so far as 
to cover the movements of migratory birds. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has recently suggested to Represent- 
ative James W. Parker, chairman of the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, that Congress must 
give serious and broad interpretation to the rights of motor 
buses in interstate traffic between points already adequately 
served by other means of transport. 

In the present not very clearly defined situation as 
regards control of interstate motor bus traffic, history is 
simply repeating itself. Almost a hundred years ago when 
the railway was just coming into being, the same chaos 
reigned as regards regulation and control. State commerce 
commissions and similar bodies for years claimed the right 
to regulate railway transportation. They levied fees and 
taxes of various kinds on the infant railway industry. They 
regulated operations, even when these were being conducted 
over state lines. Finally the inevitable happened and the 
Federal authority took over control and regulation of inter- 
state railway operations and the various local authorities 
were eliminated from the situation. And then began the 
really important development of railway business. The 


same thing will happen with interstate motor bus transpor- 
tation.

Fuel Oil Used 7 
To Drive Buses; 
Question Saving 





Philadelphia, Jan. 19.—A device 
which is said to make it possible 
to operate internal combustion en- 
gines on ordinary fuel oil without 
redesigning or adjusting the en- 
gine parts was described here a 
few nights ago by J. A. Queeney, 
vice-president of the Mitten Man- 
agements, which owns the street 
transportation system. 

The device, as described by Mr. 

. Queeney, is similar in design to 4 
steam turbine and is called the “gas 
generator.” It is the invention of 
Ernest Godward of New Zealand, 
and has been developed in co-opera- 
tion with the Mitten Management 
and John A. MacCormack, a New 
York engineer. 

According to Mr. Queeney, the gas 
generator consists of an aluminum 
pot, in which there are set a series 
of thin curved plates radiating from 
the central. Heat from the exhaust 
manifold is utilized to heat the pot. 
The fuel is drawn from a standard 
carburetor, over the hot fins in the 
core, where it is converted into a 
dry gas, whence it passes through 
the intake manifold and into the 
cylinders. 

Mr. Queeney declared that buses 
had been operated more than 300,000 
miles without unusual carbonization 
and no evidence of wet mixture in 
the manifold. 


S. A. E. MEMBERS QUESTION, 


VALUE OF MITTEN DEVICE 


Detroit, Jan. 19—Members of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, 


which has been in session here this | 


week, when questioned yesterday on 
the possibilities of the new device 
developed by the Mitten Manage- 
ment of Philadelphia, which is 
claimed to make it possible to op- 
erate an internal combustion engine 
of ordinary design on fuel oil, ex- 
pressed doubt that this device would 
in any way revolutionize the in- 
dustry. 

The engineers pointed out that 
the general use of fuel oil would 
create a demand that would boost 
the price of this commodity to a 
par with gasoline. H. C. Dickinson 
of the Federal Bureau of Standards 
declared that the refiners at present 
have developed processes for crack- 
ing fuel oils and making gasoline, 
and that this process is cheaper 
than developing an engine to do the 
work that is now being dane in the 
refineries. 

Some engineers expressed the 
opinion that oil-burning engines 
might be more popular abroad, but 
that in this country the gasoline 
supply is sufficient to make such 
steps unnecessary. Others pointed 
out that the claimed elimination of 
carbon monoxide gases must be 
erroneous, as this can only be ac- 
complished by more nearly com- 
plete combustion of the fuel, re- 
gardless of its characteristics.
